The minutes of the regularly scheduled Planning Commission meeting on March 10, 2015, were 

approved by a 9-0 vote. 

 

The first item of new business was to consider the Washington County Kologiski Rezoning 

Request, from A-1 (General Agricultural) to B-2 (Neighborhood Business). The staff report has 

been provided by Ross Phillips, of the First Tennessee Development District, on behalf of the 

Washington County Zoning Department. 

 

Public hearing was held. 

 

Mark Andrews, 403 Marhill Drive, representing the petitioner, spoke in favor of the request stating 

the B-2 rezoning is for future office space.  

 

Otto Zinser, 106 Sunny Lane, spoke against the rezoning by stating that this general location is not 

appropriate for business buildings.

The second item on the agenda was to consider Rezoning Request #996, 2020 Indian Ridge Rd, 

from R-2 (Low Density Residential) and R-3 (Medium Density Residential) to R-4 (Medium Den-

sity Residential). The petitioner proposes to remove the single-family residence and expand the 

existing multi-family development (48 units) by adding an additional 80 units, for a total of 128 

units on the property.  The petitioner is Gary Phillips.
